The Morris brothers not 
euly manifested displeasure at the singing, but 
were in tbe habit of evincing their displeasure 
by stamp. on the floor when they heard 
laughing or loud taiking. Last Friday evening 
Mr. Heyman and a tfriend proposed to 
sing.

The Banquet to Her Majesty's Ministers. 
Dispatch tu New York Herald, 

Lonpon, Aug. .—The “banquet to her 
Majesty's Ministers,” as it is officially called 
(everybody who is asked to it always says. I’m 
going to dine with ber Majesty's Ministers to- 
night,” although they may be as far re- 
moved from speaking to those august per- 
Bonages as if the banquet were  heid 
at Delmonico’s), was a sumptuous affair. The 
Lord Mayor, Sir John Whittaker Ellis, having 
been created a Buronet for conspicuous merit, 
dves things on a grand seale. Besides his 
salary of £10,000 he spends unother ten during 
his one year’s term of office. He is the most 
princely Lord Mayor that London has had for 
years. To sce bim and the Sheriffs arrive in 
curriages that seem mide all of gold, with 
flunkess behind and in front, whose golden 
biazonry and livery fairly makes one’s eyes 
ache, was a sight in itself, and attracted a large 
crowd. The toastmaster, Who was selected for 
the office on account of a tremendous bass 
voice (his father, people say, who occupied the 
same posiuon, had astill more extraordinary 
one), called out the names of the guests as they 
entered the reception-hall, where the Lord May- 
or in gorgeous robes,and the Lady Mayorecss 
stood to shake hands with everybody. It wus 
amusing to notice the difference of people's 
munner as be did so. Here was a noble sprig of a 
young Marquis witha wife who seemed over- 
weignted with his marquisate, as be stepped up 
with coldly measured mien and extended a 
rather stiff hand. Then came an did jol- 
ly distinguished General, who fairly 
bounced orward as he eagerly rushed 
to take the Lady Mayoress’ ad the 
Lord Mayor's hands. Immediately after- 
ward followed a well-known Euglisn jogrnalist 
whose hair was so shiuy from a liberal Gpplica- 
tion of some glossy pomatum as to make even 
bis rabicuud tace look less refulgent for the 
time being.

A MERCHANT'S CRIME. 


Hermann Abeles’ Jump from Prague 
to Milwaukee—Mealing Over 700,000 
Gullder. 

Milwaukee Sentinel, Aug. 12. 

# swarthy individual of mysterious mien 
walked besitatingly into the office of the Chief 
of Poilce last evening and announced that he 
koew the whereabouts of a man who absconded 
from Prague one year ago with 700,000 guilder 
equal in American colu to $280,000. There was a 
momentary flusa of surprise on the part of 
Chief Wason, and on recovering himself he led 
the stranger into a private room and was clos- 
eted witu him for some length of time. The re- 
sult of the secret confcrence was not made pub- 
lic at the Central Station, but from private 
sources it is learned that Hermann Abeles, a 


merchant of Prague, who left that piace one 
year ugo very suddeuly and much to the detri- 
ment of his creditors, is iu Milwaukee. 

The story is that Abeles and his brother en- 
gazed in the milling business, which they car- 
ned on with vigor for some years, amassing, as 
was Supposed, an immense fortune. Suddenly 
in 1881 there was a tremendous crash and the 
Abeles brothers annouaced their determination 
to ho into bunkruptcy. At this poiat Hermann 
tied from the country, and no trace of him could 
be got. He took with him over 700,000 guiider, 
and the ulfairs of the firm were then found in 
ulmost inextricable confusion. The brother 
who remained in Prague wus arrested and tried 
for defrauding his creditors and fur entering 
into fraudulent bankruptcy. He was found 
guilty, and sentenved to tive years’ imprison- 
ineot on each charge, and is now serving out 
his time. ° 

The unexpected denouement of last evening 
was brought about under peculiar circum- 
stances. The man who appeared at Chief 
Wason’s office, it seems, is not bimself in - 
session of the coveted secret, and cannot tell the 
whereabouts of Abeles any more detinitly than 
vu say that he is in Milwaukee. His information 
on this point, moreover, comes in a roundabout 
way. Lesterduy a well-known German of this 
vity received a letter trom Leopold Fischel, of 
Prague, who writes in substance that he has 
beard of Abeles’ arrival in this city through a 
friend nawed Patzowsky. 

Fischel is a creditor of the Abeles brothers to 
the extent of 65,000 guilder and bas kept pretty 
close watch of the affairs at home, and hus also 
kept up a diligent correspondence with the leud- 
ing detective associations in this country, and 
sume of the keenest men in the business bave 
attempted in vain to track the tleeing foreigner. 
In his letter to the German above referred to, 
who for obvious reasons does not want his name 
made public, Fiscuel says that he can hear noth- 
ing further of Abelcs than the mere fuct of bis 
arrival in Milwausee, and the stranger's call 
upon Chief Wauseon was for the purpose of solic- 
tig police aid in tracing bim. 

The name of Patzowsky is not in the direc- 
tory, and up to a late hour last night the officers 
had got no trace of him. It is necessary to learn 
his whereuybouts, if possible, so that tne police 
may Kuew bis relulous to Abeles, and be will be 
sought io the hope that be may know something 
further of the fugitive.

CAROLINA TRUCK-FARMING 


Another Enthusiast Sets Forth the 
Profite Thereof. 
Morehead City (N. C.) Uorrespondence Atlanta Consti- 
tution. 

“That man.“ said Gen. Roberts, pointing out a 
man iu the crowd, sold $80,000 worth of Irish 
potutoes this year, every one of which he 
raised on his own place.“ That sounds lu- 
credibie, and yet kK istrue. The man alluded to 
was Ambrose Lindsay, who lives on the 
coast near the Carolina line. Of this-enormous 
crop I have no doubt $50,000 was clear 
money. Sol Haas told me of aman at Norfolk 
who cleared $35,000 raising potatoes this year, 
and paid off a debt that bad accumulated in 
business and threatened to ruin bim. Tais is 
the best year for potatoes ever known. The 
lust Crop was short and poor, and there was no 
stock tu start the season with. The high price 
of bread and meat increased the consumption 
of potatoes, and the heavy crop of this year 
was taken at high figures.

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


The Great American Bore Sat Down 
Upou—Lunching with the King. 
Honotulu Letter in San Francisco Call, 

We were delighted with an invitation to 
lunch with the King—the young American 
and I—for we both possessed that Inborn 
American ambition to know and visit royal- 
ty, chiefly manifested by our esteemed coun- 
trymen in indignant protestatign contrari- 
wise. We called upon his Majesty, Kala- 
kaua, King of the Sandwich Islands, at his 
city palace in Honolulu, before lunching 
with him at his beach place. It is spoken of 
as “calling at the palace,” although the 
palace itself is not yet occtipled, and 
the calling is done in one of the 
cottages in the palace yard, a group of 
which are occupied by the King and Queen 
and the household servants. ‘The palace is*a 
three-storied, turreted, stone and cement 
building about 150 feet square, standing in 
the centre of ten acres of ground, surrounded 
by acoral wall,in the very heart of Hon- 


lulu. 

When we were admitted to the palace 
grounds through a ponderous gate, by a na- 
tive guard in a Prussian infantry uniform, 
we were met by the King’s chamberlain, Mr. 
Everett, who conducted us past a lazy, loung- 
ing, happy-looking lot of household guards, 
to a cottage evidently used as a library, 
where we were presented to the King, who 
was dressed all in white, from his shoes to 
his hat. As 1 met him there | was much 
more favorably Impressed with the! personal 
appearance of the King than 1 had been ata 
meetingin San Francisco, when he was de- 
cidedly handicapped by we regulationefull- 
dress broad-cloth he then wore. 

An incident occurred during that call that 
I have been particularly requested not to 
“write up“; sol won't. It was this: Our 
party consisted of the young American, ex- 
Gov. Halliday of Virginia, and myself, pre- 
sented by Col. Macfarlane, aide-de-camp of 
the King. From the moment of presentation 
Gov. Llalliday, of whose amlability and learn- 
ing 1 am an earnest adwirer, evinced a de- 
cided inclination to catechise the King, as he 
might some infant prodigy. His manner was 
a curious mixture ot the well-vred deference 
of a gentieman and of the unconscious as- 
sumption of superidrity which all Southern- 
ers of the Governer’s social standing natural- 
ly yore | in conversation with one of the 
King’s color. This latter characteristic, al- 
though of course unconsciously asserted, 
was too pronounced not to be no.iceable, 
and I saw at once that the Klug ob- 
served it, and was inclined to be quiet- 
ly amused at it. The Governor at once 
engaged the King in a discussion of island 
politics and government. He endeavored, 
with an earnestness that was somewhat dog- 
matic, to point out to his Majesty that the 
Parliament was so constituted as to always 
leave the throne at the mercy of the Assem- 
bly (the Lower Ilouse), which being elected 
by the people, really gave the King less gov- 
erning power than was possessed by a Presi- 
dent of a Republic. 

„Lou see,” said the Governor, categori- 
cally, “you have the appeinting power for 
but one House of Nobles, which consists of 


but twenty members, while the people elect: 


the Assembly, consisting of twenty-eight, a 
majority that can outvo you on auy prop- 
osition, as buth Houses sit together.” 

The Governor, wire had evidently crammed 
on island government, stopoed to see what 
effect thts explanation of his weakness and 
possible danger would have on the King. 

“You are assuming, Governor,“ said the, 
King, that our Assembly is a unit vpposed 
to us, Which has never been the case, There 
is always u division in the Assembly, one 
faction siding with the Governinent, which, 
with the Nuvdles, gives the Government a 
working majority.” 

“But,” quickly rejomed the Governor, 
with the quiet smile uf satisfaction of a man 
who has nicely caught another out, “but 
there is always the dangerous possibility that 
upon some Important V to your Ma- 
jest y the Assembly will vote solidly, You 
see it has that power which, I repeat, is your 
weakness,”’ 

“You have not forgotten my veto power, | 
trust,” satd the King, evidently amused at 
the Governor’s earuestness. 

“On,” the Governor rejoined, rismg th a 
little excitement of delight, tor he had 

lainly lald a little train of questions, ending 
1 a trap, which the King was now about to 
have sprung upon him. On! that is true; 
all Chief Executives have the power of veto; 
but in the case of a measure seriously affect 
ing your Majesty's interests, possibly your 
throne, do yor not see that a slight defec- 
tion from the Nobles, joined to a solid As- 
sembly, would give a two-thirds majority, 
whieh would override even your veto! 

‘The Governor sat down and slowly wiped 
his forehead with the comfortable dir of 
having fitly crushed the King into a becom 
ing sense of his own danger, if not of 
Yankee customs. But instead of ordering 
the household troops to make an immediate 
charge tpon the Assembly, then in session 
over the way, and capture that dangerous 
body before it should do 8 terrible, 
as i supposed he might, the King only 
smiled aud pleasantly remarked: “You 
have evidently not been informed, Governor, 
that our power of veto is absolute and final. 
No power ts vested in Parliament to consider 
a measure after our veto.”

hen the boy stood at the foot of the tree 
we wondered how he intended to make the 
ascent, thinking, of course, he must have 
some assistance.

Vesterday’s Proceedings at the Lake 
Biull Couvecation.

At the outset be exhibited a sample of stuttf a 
drug store bad sold for “communion wine,” but 
he believed it better fitted for the devil's table. 
He did not thiek alcohol was a heip to digestion, 
and related instances in which men had eaten 
“good square meals,” and topped them 
wits a drunken spree of forty-eight hours, 
which resulted in throwing up the whole diuner. 
As a stimulant aicobol was e the spur which 
goaded the horse. The spedker exhibited dia- 
grams showing the humaustomacu in its normal 
state, through the various stages of intemper- 
ance, from that of the modorate driukor, the 
confirmed druukard, down to the herribly dis- 
eased stomach of the mau who bad delirium 
tremens. A fresh drink relieved the hard drink- 
er, because it quieted his uérves and satistied his 
craving for the stuf. Dr.Jutkins wanted to 
know if a dog could be made into a drunkard? 
Capt. Linsvvtt replied that the dog could not be 
induced to drink the second time; the hog would 
not touch whisky any bow; and the monkey, 
though supposed to be nearest to man, had the 
good sense of the other animals. The report 
that “Jambo” bad been drunk was*nost likely 
a base imputation on his morul character. Sev- 
eral anecdotes were told which were not calcu- 
lated to whet one’s appetite for dinner, but were 
well qualified to convince a drunkard that it was 
best to stick close to the principles of sobriety. 

Mr. George Woodford followed witha few re- 
marks. He deplored the fact that the boys did 
not come to the mectings beld tor children.

liquordealers without any loss of iuduence, and, 


jliustrated this idea by saying iu che Towns of 
Lincoin and Vecatur Francis Murphy had talked 
kindly and reasonably to the patrons of saloons 
for half adozen years, and both towns now were 
among the tirst and st t for prohibition. 
He did not wisb to lose the services of the old 
workers, but to give them a chance to work out- 
side the pale of party politics. 

A committee of five was appointed in the 
moroving to consider the question of reviving 
tho ribbon movement. The mural suasion side 
of the question baving been lost sight of, the 
committee decided to publisa the toltowint call:

Wo greatly 
desire to bold a spccinl conterence oun 
this subject with those who have themselves 
expenmenced the benetits of the wtal-abstinence 
movement, and who in the stirring years not 
long gone by formed a holy resolution aguin 
a desperate appetite, and in keeping that res 
lution invoked the belp of God. Suffer us, dear 
friends, with all the earnestaess of which we are 
capable, to invite your presence, sympathy, and 
counsel at a special conference on the rescue 
department of our temperunce work at Lake 
Bluff, to be held Saturday aud Monday, Aug. 19 
and 21. Come you who remember with affec- 
tionate regard and brotherly gratitude the bea- 
cen lights that gleumed so brightiy in the early 
days of the Gospel temperance movement. 
when we ail railied to the tune of Rescue. Come 
all who have been victors in the 
great tight with sin, and any who 
have failed, come you, our brother, and try 
again. You who rejoiced in a8 well as helped to 
extend and 4 the work of Murphy and 
Reynolds, of Hoofstiller and Wuedford, of Bon- 
tecou, Campbell, and Holt, Wo usk your coéper- 
ation at this time for the sake of the cause 80 
dear to all of us.

1110 Judge beld that a conditional offer was 
not a leyal tender of the umount due, and that 
the mortgage compuny was not bound ty seerpi 
it. He therefore refused to discharge the Re- 
ceiver, but intimated that if an uncuaditional 
tender was mude of the whole amount due on 
the mortgage, and on the statement the trustoe 
nad made that the money could be raised, if the 
property was relieved of the incumbrance cre- 
ated by the mortgage, be would compel the 
company to enter a satisfaction of the mortgage 
on the records, in conformity with the Statute, 
which declares that when a mortgage debt is 
satistied the mortgagee shall enter a eatisfac- 


tion on the records. 

The whole controversy in the case is really 
over the furniture, and the company wants to 
foree the trustee to take it on payment of about 
$67,000 before it will release mortgage. It 
is probable an offer win de made of the whole 


sum due, so as to compe! the mortgage company 
to release its lien. |
